ha no doubt that the tevenue suffers seriour 
logs from the smuggling of thouannda of 
Chinese letters, not to Chinese ports where 
thera iv no national Post Office te. receive 
them, but to San Fruucises, Australia, the 
Straits Settlomenta, and-otber placce whore 
efficient’ Post Offices exist.

Indeed there was fire, de- 
stroying notbiug, but simply playing havea 
with o heap.of dried straw, to the groat delight of 
a hundred or more Chinose spectators} Now, Sir, 
T need not say boré what a man would feel on 
finding out this "supposed fire.” Police were 
seon there, but no effort appeared to have been 
made to put an immodinte stop to this stupid 
and dangerous entertainment. . - $

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT 
OF VICTURIA GAOL FOR 1886. 
: —a—— 

The following raport was laid on the table of 
the Legislative Council, by comraand of His 
Exocel!onoy the Olicer Admiuistering the Go- 
vernment, yesterday :— x 

Gaol Superintendent's Office, 
‘i ~ Hongkong, 4th January, 1-87. 

Colonial Seeretary,—I beg to forward hors- 
with Annual Statistical Hoturn of Viotoria 
Gnol for the yoar 1886, and bog at the same time 
to offer tho following few observations. 

2—-In my previous year's Report I submitted 
that in our Gaol aduinistration we aught tobe * 
guided, as far as ciroumstances allow, by the 
long and vory snocessful experiance of English 
Prison administration, where a combination of 
deterrent and reformatory Prison discipline had 


+ |resulted in a great docresse of crime and reform- 


ation of thé criminal classes, and as far os the 
different conditions of thts Gaol admitted, it 
has been my ondeavour, during the past year. to 


-jearry out tbe system which in England has 


proved so successful. 

3.—It must, however, be remewhered that in 
the peculiar position of Hongkong, Prison ad- 
ministration, however excellent, con have but 
very small influence in diminishing the criminal 
pepulestee which ig not 20 much brad in the Co- 
ony aa imported from the ueighbourivg Chinese 
Provinces, ai‘ the greater or smaller inflax of 
which ischfefly dependent on extrancous causes, 
While therefore we may expeot that both the 
deterrent and reformatory resulta of judicious 
Prigon administration may have considerable 
effect in reduoing the propertion of re-couvie- 
tions, the administration of the Geol can have 
only slight influence, one ay, or another, on {bo 
jocreage or diminution of the floating criminal 
population confined in tho Gacl. If, as recom. 
monded by mo fast year, criminals discharged 
froin Gaol wore by legislative ensctmen! placed 
under Polica supervision, we shoutd be able to 
huvs some relinble statistics as to how for habit- 
ual criminals bad been reformed into industrioas 
and honest citizens. At present we can only 
judge vaguely, by comparing, year by year. the 
percentage of re-conyictiofs. Some improvo- 
mont is shéwn in this respoot in 1886, On tho 
last day of the yoar.$2 ror cont. of the prisoners ’ 
in Geol wore re-conyioted prisoners, aa against 
35 per cent. of the previons yaar. - 

SUBORDINATE STAFF. : 

4—The Gaol Steff, besides tha Warden ond 
Head Tarnkegs. consists of first and svoond Class 
Turnkeys, Europeans, and” first and second 
Class Assistant Turokeys, now .mostly -Euro- 
peans, but hoviog-o proportion of colonred men 
and natives amoug them. “These men have all 
boon trained in the Gacl.. None of them had any 
previone training in Gaol discipline, But more 
than half the Turnkeys now on the staff, inolud- 
ing nearly all appointed during the past- year, _ 
havg beon trained ‘to: discipline in the Army. 
Tho conduct of the European Officers during 
the yoar bas beon good; they wore generall, 
cealous ‘and painstaking, they were just an 
judicious in their intercourse with prisoners and 
contributed mnch to the inoroasid discipline 
which is vory observable among tho’ prisoners.
